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Winter ambulance plan 
is blasted by regulator

AMBULANCE chiefs insist steps 
have already been taken to rectify 
a “serious” complaint levelled at a 
project it ran earlier this year in a 
bid to east pressure on its services. 

The South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance Service NHS Foundation 
Trust (Secamb) found itself 
admonished by healthcare 
regulator Monitor this week for the 
manner in which it deployed a 
scheme which saw some calls - 
those for issues which may be 
life-threatening but were less time 
critical - made to the NHS 111 
number transferred to the 999 
emergency service system. 

The ambulance trust, which 
covers Kent, Sussex, Surrey and 
parts of Hampshire, bought itself 
up to 10 minutes extra to assess 
treatment and decide on ambu¬ 
lance deployment as a result. 

It was in place between Decem¬ 
ber 2014 and February of this year. 

Monitor said there was a ‘clear 
failure of management processes’ 
stating it also appeared the trust’s 
board was not fully aware of the 
changes. The regulator says as a 


result of its findings, it has 
‘concerns about how the trust is 
being run and how decisions are 
being taken’. Most concerning, 
Monitor said that the trust could 
have even been in breach of its 
licence to provide NHS services. 

Chief executive of Secamb, Paul 
Sutton said he accepted the findings 
were serious, but stressed that 
action was being taken to address 
the healthcare regulator’s concerns. 

Mr Sutton said: “The process 


was undertaken to ensure that the 
right response was provided to 
patients and that we were able to 
respond promptly to the most 
seriously ill patients.” 

“However we recognise that it 
was not well implemented and we 
did not use our own corporate 
governance processes correctly. 
These are serious findings. 

“We have already begun to take 
steps to address Monitor’s concerns 
and as part of this process, 


independent reviews will assess 
how decisions are made within the 
trust, governance processes and 
our approach to patient safety.” 

Monitor said it would be commis¬ 
sioning a review into the way the 
trust had handled the project. 

Paul Streat, regional director at 
Monitor, said: “This project was 
poorly managed from the start, done 
without the proper authorisation 
and without enough thought given 
to how it might affect patients.” 


Fire service braces itself 
to find £8m in savings 
over the next four years 


Bizarre crash and stabbing 
probe on Birchington street 


THE impact of funding cuts is likely 
to force the Kent Fire and Rescue 
Service (KFRS) to find savings of 
£8million over the next four years. 

The service has no plans to close 
any stations, but it says it needs to 
look at the changing risks around 
the county, as well as a drop in 
demand for services. There has been 
a 50 per cent reduction in the need 
for fire services over the past decade. 

KFRS says that it has been 
examining ways to modernise the 
service in order to save money, but it 
is likely to need to make yet more 
savings over the new few years. 

More flexible shift patterns 
alongside new ways of working have 
saved the service cash and it is 
currently trialling a new scheme to 
move some crews closer to risk areas 
during the day, such as main roads. 

The service - which has its budget 
set by the Kent and Medway Fire and 
Rescue Authority - has opened a 
public consultation to find out what 
we think. It will ask whether the 


service should ask for a council tax 
rise, with options of a freeze, increase 
of just under two per cent, or a rise of 
over two per cent - which would 
trigger a public referendum. 

Nick Chard, chairman of the Kent 
and Medway Fire and Rescue 
Authority said: “We need to provide 
that safe and efficient service while 
balancing changing local needs, 
falling demand - thanks to our 
community safety investment - and a 
reducing budget. 

“We will know the exact amount 
of government funding allocated to 
us in December 2015. We expect to 
have to make savings of around £8 
million over the next four years. 

The service is looking to extend its 
partnership working with other 
organisations like the South East 
Coast Ambulance Service (Secamb). 

The consultation runs from 
November 16 to January 18 2016.

Heartache as Connor, 9, 
swept to his death after 
playing on rocks at beach

TRIBUTES have been paid this week 
to a nine-year-old boy who died after 
a wave swept him off rocks on a 
Dymchurch beach and pulled him 
under the water. 

The half-term tragedy occured on 
Tuesday afternoon as Connor McDon¬ 
ald was playing near Hythe Road. 

Desperate attempts to rescue him 
by a brave dog walker who witnessed 
the drama, failed to save his life. The 
rescuer, who dragged the boy’s body 
from the water, himself had to be 
saved by ambulance crews. 

Connor McDonald, who attended 
Furley Park primary school in King- 
snorth, Ashford, and also played for 
Ashford United’s under-10 football 
team, was rushed to the William 
Harvey Hospital but died later that 
night. 

Paul Ketley, principal at Connor’s 
school, said: “This is a terrible trag¬ 
edy that has left Furley Park shocked 
and devastated.

“Our thoughts and sympathies 
are with Connor’s family and 
friends. He was a popular and fun 
member of our school community 
and a talented young sportsman. 

“He touched the lives and hearts 


of all who knew him; he will be 
missed terribly.” 

A spokesperson for the South East 
Coast Ambulance Service said: “We 
received a call at about 1pm to re¬ 
spond to reports that a boy needed 
urgent medical attention, having 
been pulled from the water. 

“We attended with three ambu¬ 
lances, two cars and the air ambu¬ 
lance and continued resuscitation 
attempts before he was taken by 
road to hospital in a life-threatening 
condition.” 

Matthew Crittenden, ofLittlestone 
Royal National Lifeboat Institution, 
was at the scene and said: “The life¬ 
boat and its volunteer crew were 
sent to the Martello Tower area of 
Dymchurch to a report of persons in 
the water. 

“On arrival one of the casualties, a 
young boy, was out of the water be¬ 
ing treated by paramedics. One of 
our lifeboat crew was put ashore to 
assist. It was with a heavy heart we 
heard that he had died. 

“Our thoughts are with his family 
and friends at this very sad time.”

The surgery has forced the first leg of 
the pair’s eagerly anticipated 25th 
anniversary tour to be cancelled. 

Mortimer, 56, had been due to take to 
the stage in Glasgow in a fortnight for 
the start of the sell-out shows. 

Neil Reading, spokesman for Mortim¬ 
er, said: “Bob would like to thank his 
consultant and all the nursing staff at 
the hospital for looking after him so well. 

“He now needs several weeks to fully 
recover, so unfortunately the first leg of 
the UK tour will be cancelled. 

“Bob very much hopes to be fit and 
well enough to perform the second leg 
in January next year.” 

Mortimer’s comedy partner Reeves 
said: “I’m so pleased the operation has 
gone well and Bob is fixed.” All ticket 
holders for performances from Novem¬ 
ber 8 to December 4 are advised to 
contact their point of purchase for a full 
refund. It is hoped the January and 
February 2016 shows will go ahead. 


Gritters all set for 
the big winter freeze 

AS BOOKMAKERS slash the odds of a white 
Christmas this year, Kent County Council says its 
gritting team are ready for whatever the winter 
weather throws at them. 

Kent Highways’ winter service was officially 
launched this week, and followed a dry run last 
month as gritters took to the road to practice the 
routes they will take when the temperature drops 
below zero. 

They were joined at County Hall in Maidstone 
by Kent Police, Kent Fire and Rescue Services and 
the NHS to showcase their preparedness for the 
cold months ahead. 

KCC cabinet member for transport, Matthew 
Balfour, said: “We’re stocked up with 23,000 
tonnes of salt, held in a network of depots across 
the county. I’d also urge people to be prepared 
themselves for the winter months by checking 
over their cars, particularly brakes, topping up 
anti-freeze and ensuring their tyres are in the 
best condition for maximum safety.” 


Cross-Channel ferry 
fire cause revealed 

A PROBE into a fire on the Pride of Canterbury P&O 
cross-Channel ferry has revealed a 23-year-old 
pipework joint failed contributing to the blaze 
breaking out. 

The investigation, carried out by the Marine 
Accident Investigation Branch, followed the fire which 
broke out onboard as the boat approached the Port of 
Calais, from Dover, in September 2014. 

It discovered oil was able to spray onto an exhaust 
uptake, sparking the fire, as a result of the ruptured 
joint. 

The main engine room was evacuated and the 
general emergency alarm was sounded. As 
passengers gathered at emergency stations, the fire 
was extinguished, No one was hurt, the boat was able 
to berth and passengers and cargo were able to 
disembark normally. 

As a result of the investigation, the ferry company 
has completed a programme of modifications to the 
Pride of Canterbury and its three sister ships as they 
attend refit.

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Maidstone park and ride to 
close as costs continue to soar 



A POPULAR park and ride bus 
service in Maidstone is to be closed 
down in February, it has been 
confirmed. 

Council chiefs say they have been 
forced to give up the Sittingbourne 
Road side because of escalating 
costs of leasing the car park close to 
junction seven of the M20. 

David Burton, chairman of the 
strategic planning, sustainability 
and transport committee on 
Maidstone Borough Council, 
explained: “We are disappointed 
that, despite extensive negotiation, 
the increased cost to renew the 
lease meant we couldn’t afford to 
maintain the service there. 

“While park and ride is a useful 
tool to tackle congestion, user 
numbers continue to fall, and the 
council currently subsidises the 


service by more than £550,000 per 
year. To increase this to cover higher 
costs at one site would not offer 
taxpayers good value for money, and 
would require service cuts elsewhere. 

The council says it is talking to bus 


companies to encourage them to 
introduce new services to meet existing 
and future demand in the area. 

Maidstone council has no plans 
to close the Willington Street and 
London Road sites. 


Maintenance work on A2 
to spark closures this week 


MOTORISTS are been warned 
of closures to chunks of the A2 
this week between Canterbury 
and Dover to allow for mainte¬ 
nance work. 

Work begins tomorrow, 
Monday, with closures from 
8pm to 6am until the middle of 
December. 

It will allow Highways 
England - which maintains 
major roads across the country 
- to reinstate road markings 
and bridge joints on the road. 

Highways England asset 
manager Kevin Bown said: “We 
understand that there are a lot 
of closures taking place however 
it is essential that this work 
takes place for safety reasons. 

“We have decided to under¬ 
take the work overnight when 
traffic levels are at their lowest 
and in sections to keep 


disruption for drivers to a 
minimum by keeping as much 
of the carriageway open as 
possible at any one time. We 
have also combined other 
necessary work into these 
closures wherever possible.” 

The road will be shut in 
sections between Harbledown, 
near Canterbury and the 
Eastern Docks roundabout in 
Dover. 

The first overnight closure 
will take place between 
November 2 and November 3, 
and will see the London bound 
stretch between Patrixbourne 
to Harbledown closed. The 
coastbound stretch will be shut 
to drivers between November 4 
and November 6. The next 
chunk of road to be shut will be 
between Patrixbourne and 
Barham.

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Pressure grows on Ann Barnes 
to confirm if she’ll stand again 

Following the publication of a report into a car crash which said the police and crime commissioner 
may not have had the correct insurance, a fresh chorus of voices is demanding to known her plans

P OLICE and crime commis¬ 
sioner Ann Barnes has 
faced fresh calls to make it 
clear if she intends to stand 
for re-election next May. 

It follows the publication of a long- 
awaited report by the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) this week about Mrs Barnes’ 
involvement in a car crash which 
took place in Dartford last September. 

The crash - which was not Mrs 
Barnes’ fault - sparked a probe over 
whether she held the correct insur¬ 
ance to drive the Mercedes involved. 

The report said she may not have 
had business insurance on the car. 
She admitted in an interview with 
IPCC investigators she was on busi¬ 
ness at the time. 

However, because the crash was 
not her fault, her insurance company 
settled the claim. 

As revealed earlier this year, the 
Crown Prosecution Service stated 
pursuing the case would not be in the 
public interest, and so no further 
steps were taken. 

But it is the latest blot on the copy¬ 
book of a PCC who has excelled at 
generating negative headlines during 
her reign to the extent that it has ob¬ 
scured the positives and risked bring¬ 
ing ridicule on Kent Police. They in¬ 
clude a misjudged Channel 4 
documentary and the hiring, and 
then firing, of a youth commissioner 
who it emerged had posted inappro¬ 
priate comments on social media net¬ 
work Twitter. 

The Kent and Medway Crime Pan¬ 
el, which holds the PCC to account for 
her actions, was less than impressed 
with the developments and the way 
the case was handled. 

In the wake of the report being 
published, the panel - built up of 
councillors from the around the 
county - branded it a ‘disappointing’ 
report, which may have defeated 
‘transparent and open justice’. 

One of the members of the panel is 
Andrew Bowles - leader of the Con¬ 
servative-lead Swale Borough Coun¬ 
cil. 

He told KoS his personal view was 
the PCC - whose role it is to hold the 
county’s chief constable to account 
and set budgeting priorities - should 
go. 

Cllr Bowles said: “The matter of 
whether she resigns or not is down to 
her, but she needs to sit down and 
take a good long look in the mirror 
and ask herself whether she’s doing 
the office of the PCC and Kent Police 
any good by staying. I’m a bit conflict¬ 
ed, because obviously if she were to 
remain in office and stand again at 
May’s elections, there could be a 
much higher turnout as a result of 
people wanting to get rid of her.” 


But with just over seven months of 
her term in office remaining, others 
say the costs involved of her quitting 
and thus forcing a by-election would 
be the final straw. 

Others have rounded on the PCC, 
who stood as an independent candi¬ 
date, saying that while it wouldn’t 
make sense for her to leave her post so 
close to an election, she should make 
clear her intentions on whether she 
will stand again next year. 

When asked directly by Kent on 
Sunday if she would stand for re-elec¬ 
tion a few weeks ago she said simply 
‘no comment’. 

Ashford Tory MP Damian Green is 
a former policing minister. He told 
KoS: “She shouldn’t stand down this 
close to an election, but she needs to 


let people know whether or not she 
will stand again. 

“Mrs Barnes has done some good 
things, but they have been totally 
overshadowed by a succession of ter¬ 
rible personal decisions, not least the 
Channel 4 documentary which she 
should never have done. 

“This most recent incident with the 
car crash and subsequent IPCC inves¬ 
tigation means it’s now time, not least 
for her own sake, to make it clear 
she’ll move on.” 

Mike Eddy, a Labour member of the 
Kent and Medway Crime Panel, and 
Dover councillor, said there was a 
good financial reason for the PCC to 
remain in post until May. 

Cllr Eddy told KoS: “She shouldn’t 
go now as it would cost around £1 


million in order to have a fresh elec¬ 
tion. That’s around £1 for every per¬ 
son to run the election, and when 
we’re just seven months away from a 
new election it’s cash which would be 
far better spent on actual frontline 
policing. 

“I do think that over the past few 
years, she has had quite a rough ride. 
When she was elected, she took away 
part of the Tory fiefdom which is 
Kent. Despite that, there have been 
real questions of judgement.” 

That’s a view shared by Medway 
Labour councillor Tristan Osborne. 

He said: “In my view that past four 
years has been car crash after car 
crash. Kent needs a PCC who will fo¬ 
cus on PCs and not PR. Ann Barnes 
has shown she is incapable of doing 


that and it is for that reason that she 
must consider her position very close¬ 
ly.” 

It isn’t just Mrs Barnes under the 
microscope though - the IPCC was 
criticised for taking so long to publish 
the report. 

Cllr Eddy said that he believed it 
would have been ‘infinitely better if 
the report had come out earlier’. 

Damian Green added: “I do feel that 
this has taken a very long time for 
something which is so clearly of such 
public interest, for the IPCC to report 
on.” 

Cllr Eddy and Cllr Bowles both say 
that Mrs Barnes’ time in office has 
raised the question of whether the 
PCC role should be kept. 

Cllr Eddy told KoS: “From my point 
of view, as a Labour councillor, we 
have always said that we do not be¬ 
lieve the position of PCC is one which 
provides good value for money to the 
taxpayer. We are convinced there are 
better alternative models which can 
be used to hold the police to account 
and manage budgets at less cost.” 

Cllr Bowles added: “What this 
whole farce has thrown up yet again 
is that we need a full public debate on 
whether we need this role anymore. 
As a panel member, who is supposed 
to be able to hold the PCC to account, 
if it is a role which is kept, I believe we 
need greater powers. I get frustrated, 
as currently we lack the legislation to 
actually do that with the PCC in Kent. 

“The whole situation won’t have 
done Kent Police’s reputation any 
good and this situation certainly flags 
up the need for some real demonstra¬ 
ble improvement in the future.” 

Cllr Osborne also said that the af¬ 
fair may have damaged frontline po¬ 
licing. 

He said: “The thin blue line can’t 
operate unless it has the confidence of 
its PCC. With Ann Barnes preoccu¬ 
pied with PR she is unable to lead the 
fight against the Tory cuts. This is 
bound to have a detrimental affect of 
police morale and as a former special 
constable myself I know how impor¬ 
tant morale can be.” 

Despite many calling for transpar¬ 
ency, Mrs Barnes seemed glad that 
the situation had ‘finally been re¬ 
solved’. 

She said in a statement: “This issue 
was dealt with last February when 
the Crown Prosecution Service, hav¬ 
ing reviewed the evidence supplied by 
the IPCC, took the independent deci¬ 
sion not to charge me. 

“I have fully cooperated with the 
IPCC’s lengthy investigation, and I 
am pleased that the matter has finally 
been resolved.”

Defences ready for winter rains? 


Jamie Weir on how the Environment Agency is hoping its wardens scheme will help when floods come 


C HRISTMAS 2013 will live 
on in the memory for hun¬ 
dreds of people - not for fes¬ 
tive family fun, but for the 
flood waters which relent¬ 
lessly rose and flooded their homes. 

The carnage caused for people 
across the county - most notably 
those between Maidstone and Ton- 
bridge - was damaging both finan¬ 
cially and mentally. 

As a consequence, the arrival of 
winter and prolonged wet weather 
now sees anxiety levels rise. 

But much has changed since those 
floods, according to the Environment 
Agency - the government body with 
responsibility for preventing and man¬ 
aging flooding across the country. 

From the Nailbourne which burst its 
banks causing residents of Bridge near 
Canterbury to abandon their homes, to 
the River Medway and its tributaries 
which caused such chaos at Yalding, 
the EA says that projects are in place to 
ensure flooding won’t happen on the 
same scale a second time. 

While much is made of grand capi¬ 
tal projects with large physical de¬ 
fences, often, says the EA, people are 
the best frontline protection possible. 
That’s why the agency is training up 
flood wardens across the county to 
help tackle extreme weather which 
leads to rivers swelling. More than 
100 of these wardens have been 
trained up ahead of this winter. 

One village which has benefitted 
from this scheme is Hildenborough, 
near Tonbridge. It was the scene of 
severe flooding when the Medway 
burst its banks during the sustained 
wet weather over the winter of 2013. 
During that flood, around 150 hous¬ 
es in the village were left underwater, 
with the costs of damage spiralling 
upwards. Now, though, 13 freshly 
trained flood wardens are on call. 


The EA’s flood resilience team lead¬ 
er, Tim Norton, said: “The flood war¬ 
dens are committed to looking after 
their community. 

“How communities prepare and 
work together before, during, and af¬ 
ter flooding makes a real difference. 
Flood wardens are vital to helping 
communities survive the effects of 
flooding.” 

The wardens - all volunteers - are 
trained by the EA to act as a link be¬ 
tween communities and the organi¬ 
sation. Their purpose is to pass on 
real time information to people whose 
properties are at risk of flooding, help¬ 
ing to prepare them and ensure dam¬ 
age is minimal. 

It hopes to tackle the often heard 
problem of a lack of communication 
of just what to do in the event of a 
flood. With 55,750 signed up to re¬ 
ceive flood warnings across the coun¬ 
ty, it is hoped that between the two 
methods, those affected will know 
what they should be doing and when 
to expect help. 

It isn’t just this type of ‘soft’ meas¬ 
ure which is being put in place 
though. As the water starts rising, 
sometimes only barriers will do and 
the EA say that, this year, an extra 
6,000 properties have been protected 
as a result of ‘capital schemes’ - in¬ 
vestments in physical defences. 

One project which is currently pro¬ 
gressing at a rapid pace is at Faver- 
sham Creek. The project will see a 
massive mound of earth - called a 
bund - built up to stop flooding when 
the creek rises. When finished, it will 
be able to protect 21 houses, and the 
all important local pub. 

Mike Cosgrove is Swale Borough 
Council’s regeneration chief, and the 
man tasked with spearheading the 
project at the council. 

He told KoS: “The town has always

suffered, every so-often, from flood¬ 
ing. The last flood ended up coming 
over each side of the creek by some 
way; Shepherd Neame’s bottling 
plant was under water, and at its 
height a fish was found in there.” 

The area has flooded badly five 
times in the past 60 years. Although 
the risk is small, when the flood wa¬ 
ters do arrive, they leave behind them 
a trail of devastation, so it was some¬ 
thing the council, and homeowners 
in the area, wanted sorted. 

Cllr Cosgrove continued: “The pro¬ 
posal for the new earth bund has been 
worked up over the past 18 months 
since the last flood in 2013. The bund 
will basically be built around the 
houses, providing them with protec¬ 
tion from every side. It’ll also be very 
user friendly, with flood resistant gates 
placed at intervals so that people can 
access the area with ease.” 

According to the councillor, it has 
been a masterclass in partnership 
working, with Faversham Town 
Council, Swale Borough Council, 
Kent County Council, the EA and res¬ 


idents in the area all playing a part. 

He said: “The plans proceeded at a 
good pace as a result of everyone 
working closely to ensure the scheme 
is as fluid as it can be.” 

Work to build the new bund isn’t 
likely to take place until next spring. 
However, Cllr Cosgrove said plans are 
in place should levels rise this winter. 

He told KoS: “The EA has agreed 
that it will erect so-called demounta¬ 
ble defences, which can be put in 
place quickly as an emergency meas¬ 
ure if floods look likely.” 

The EA, it seems, is doing a good job 
to ensure that maintenance work is 
carried out to keep rivers flowing. Per¬ 
haps little wonder after all the nega¬ 
tive headlines its response generated 
after the Christmas storms of 2013. 

Canterbury’s Conservative MP, Ju¬ 
lian Brazier, is well aware of just how 
critical this work can be. 

He told KoS: “When we had the pe¬ 
riod of bad flooding last year, it was 
slightly mitigated just because the EA 
had been out doing clearing of the 
river banks just weeks beforehand. It 


avoided the worst scenario, with un¬ 
der 20 houses flooded out because of 
that key maintenance work, and it 
could have been far, far worse as the 
river banks were very high.” 

The MP says that this year he’s 
‘hearing good things’ but that there 
are two key issues which could prove 
stumbling blocks for more work to be 
done on flood defences in the future. 

Mr Brazier said: “The first key issue 
over the longer term is that the EA are 
having to work under very restrictive 
conditions due to EU environmental 
legislation. It ties their hands, so that 
they aren’t able to do as much to keep 
the water flowing as is needed in the 
longer term. 

“The second big issue is that obvi¬ 
ously we’re in a period of pressured 
public finances, which is clearly very 
necessary. This means that bigger 
capital projects are less easily pushed 
forward with.” 

It was EU restrictions on dredging 
rivers which bore much of the criti¬ 
cism during the last storms. 

The EA says it spends somewhere 
between £6m-7m each year main¬ 
taining river channels, clearing a to¬ 
tal of 1,000km of main river of aquat¬ 
ic vegetation to help avoid flooding. 

Maidstone and the Weald MP 
Helen Grant knows only too well the 
damage flooding can cause when it 
strikes. The village of Yalding in her 
constituency was swamped, with 
many people’s property simply 
washed away. It led to scenes of anger 
when prime minister David Cameron 
was heckled by locals as he made a 
visit to the village to pledge it would 
be a high priority. 

But Mrs Grant says she’s remained 
vigilant to ensure those scenes which 
played out on the TV while many 
were eating their Christmas lunches, 
won’t be repeated again.

Ashford Dartford Sittingbourne Tonbridge 
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finally solve the 
saga of Mansion 

After the Ukip cabinet rejected plans to push 
ahead with a plan to buy back Manston Airport, 
the Tories on Thanet council are spearheading 
a ‘goodwill coalition’ which it vows will finally 
deliver on Ukip’s pre-election promises

T HANET District Council was once 
again the backdrop to scenes of fury 
on Thursday night, after its cabinet 
voted to reject progressing a com¬ 
pulsory purchase order for the site 
of Manston Airport with American invest¬ 
ment firm RiverO ak. 

Hundreds of protestors had gathered before 
the meeting to make their feelings known to 
the councillors set to vote at the extraordi¬ 
nary meeting of ruling party Ukip’s cabinet. 
But, despite making the resurrection of the 
airport a key election pledge, it voted against 
working with RiverOak to force the current 
owners of the site to sell. 

Ukip’s Chris Wells, leader of local authority, 
opened the meeting saying: “This is an un¬ 
comfortable decision but we have to find a 
way to move forward.” 

North & West 


The way the six-strong cabinet voted - five 
against the CPO with just Derek Crow-Brown, 
member for corporate governance services 
voting for - sparked angry scenes in th epublic 
gallery of the council chamber. 

Now, the Conservative group on the council 
has proposed forming a pro-airport coalition 
in order to finally reclaim the airport site. 

The airport - which closed in May last year 
with the loss of around 150 jobs - has proved 
something of a problem child for Cllr Wells. 

When Ukip swept to power in May’s local 
elections, reopening the airport was a key pri¬ 
ority and an election pledge which swayed 
many in the area to support them. 

But months after the event, the Ukip leader 
has been coming under significant pressure 
from many - not least within his own party - 
to initiate a compulsory purchase order which 
would force current owners, Trevor Cartner 
and Chris Musgrave, to sell up. 

When the airport first closed, the American 
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investment group RiverOak made 
clear its desire to purchase it, with re¬ 
peated offers to its former owner Ann 
Gloag. 

However after the site was pur¬ 
chased by Messrs Cartner and Mus- 
grave - also the men behind the 
former Pfizer’s site regeneration at 
Sandwich’s Discovery Park - the 
council identified RiverOak as a po¬ 
tential partner in the forced buyout of 
the land with an aim to bringing back 
the airport. 

Since then it has proven a rocky 
road, leading to Thursday’s fractious 
meeting. In the weeks leading up to 
the meeting, Cllr Wells faced calls to 
resign after a very public spat broke 
out with RiverOak and a handful of 
his own party members defected, 
leaving Thanet a hung council as 
Ukip lost its overall majority. 

The report which the cabinet based 
its vote on called RiverOak’s ability to 
finance the purchase of the airport 
into question. Cllr Wells said that 
there needed to be a “reasonable cer¬

tainty of funding” which, he said, 
TDC was unable to have from Riv¬ 
erOak. 

Cllr Wells said: “If I say the appetite 
for risk is not what it was in those years 
when money was easier, I’ll probably be 
saying nothing but common sense. Lo¬ 
cal authorities cannot take a leap of 
faith, and as such we have to be cau¬ 
tious about the risks we take.” 

The decision at the meeting hung 
on expert legal argument. 

Chairman of TDC, the Reverend 
Stuart Piper, a Ukip member, said: 
“I’ve read the report, and as an ordi¬ 
nary man on the street can say most 
of it makes sense to me. 

“It says RiverOak has failed to meet 
the required criteria for the council. 
However, over the last week I have re¬ 
ceived communications from Riv¬ 
erOak and must say, as an ordinary 
man on the street, most of that makes 
sense to me. We seem to have two 
conflicting reports. 

“We’ve needed expert legal advice, 
but the problem is that these expert 
legal minds cannot agree on the 
truth. The future of Manston Airport 
should not be down to a legal squab¬ 
ble about words. If it is a war of words, 
the people of Thanet will have been 
done a terrible disservice.” 

In the aftermath of the meeting, 
leader of the Conservative opposition, 
Bob Bayford told KoS he had a plan to 
give the electorate ‘what they wanted’. 

Cllr Bayford said: “I’d be happy to 
lead a coalition of goodwill. What I 
mean by that is I believe the over¬ 
whelming desire of this council is to 
go for a CPO and the current adminis¬ 
tration clearly isn’t willing to do that. 
What I’m offering is for those who ac¬ 
tually want to go for the airport to 
make themselves known to me, and 


we can start the ball rolling properly.” 

That is something which both 
Thanet North and South Thanet MPs 
Sir Roger Gale and Craig Mackinlay 
say would support. 

Mr Mackinlay, who beat off Ukip’s 
Nigel Farage in May’s general elec¬ 
tion, told KoS following the vote, Cllr 
Bayford could see a number of Ukip 
councillors approaching him. 

He said: “If the leader of this coun¬ 
cil were to change through this coali¬ 
tion of goodwill, and there was a new 
cabinet, this decision could be over¬ 
turned very, very quickly. The risk is 
non existent, as even if RiverOak 
didn’t see it through, this is a valuable 
asset which I don’t think can possibly 
go wrong. 

“I don’t mind where they come 
from frankly; there could be current 
Ukippers that want to do it temporar¬ 
ily, or others who might like to come 
to us on a longer basis. There have al¬ 
ready been defections from Ukip, and 
that’s not only because of dissatisfac¬ 
tion with the lack of progress with 
Manston, but also because council¬ 
lors are dissatisfied with the nature of 
Chris Wells’ leadership here. He’s cer¬ 
tainly doing no good for this council 
but people who know Chris well have 
said that it’s very unlikely he’ll stand 
down, so it looks like he’ll need to be 
pushed.” 

Indeed the Ukip figure cut an unre¬ 
pentant figure during the meeting, 
which lasted for around two hours. 
Cllr Wells repeatedly stated that Ukip 
was not backing away from its elec¬ 
tion promise. 

Cllr Wells said: “We did move it for¬ 
ward and we have made very real ef¬ 
forts in order to ensure the balance of

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that election promise, against the 
balance of the risk we are asked to 
take with taxpayers money, was cor¬ 
rect and proper.” 

Despite frequent jeering from cam¬ 
paigners in the room (including 
shouts of ‘liar’) the Ukip leader re¬ 
fused to give ground, repeatedly stat¬ 
ing that though a CPO with RiverOak 
was not his preferred choice, there 
were four other potential investors for 
the site, and the option of a CPO was 
‘not off the table’. The identity of other 
investment opportunities were not 
revealed, however. 

Cllr Wells said: “RiverOak’s failure 
to respond to the many opportunities 
they had to demonstrate their suita¬ 
bility as an indemnity partner is gen¬ 
uinely disappointing. 

“It does not however diminish our 
appetite to see the airport up and run¬ 
ning. But it has to be done carefully, 
lawfully and in a manner that does not 
expose council tax payers to risk.” 

Many though, saw the decision 
taken as one likely to either kick the 
decision into the long grass, or re¬ 
move it from the table altogether. 

The previous Labour administra¬ 
tion at the council had also rejected a 
CPO after seeking independent advice 
on the matter. They subsequently lost 
heavily in May’s local election. 

Thanet North MP Sir Roger Gale 
said he felt betrayed after giving Cllr 
Wells his backing to bring the airport 
back into use. 

Sir Roger told KoS: “Iris Johnston 
[former Labour leader of the council] 
did not let me down. She was true to 
her word, and I was always able to 
support her; possibly to the chagrin of 
some of my Conservative colleagues 


who felt I should be playing a party 
political role. I didn’t want to do that 
and the moment Cllr Wells was elect¬ 
ed I went up to him and said ‘you go 
for the CPO and I’ll back you’. 

“For months I did back him, and it 
was only when it became apparent 
that Cllr Wells was going to fail to de¬ 
liver on this election promise, that I 
pulled the plug.” 

That backing is something Cllr 
Wells is likely to lose from much of his 
electorate too. 

Chairman of campaign group Save 


Manston Airport, Beau Webber, said 
that questions needed to be asked 
about the process, telling KoS he be¬ 
lieved delays in issuing papers were 
unconstitutional. 

Dr Webber said: “It was an absolute 
travesty. It is totally against the con¬ 
stitution given the papers were not 
out five days in advance - many of the 
councillors only got them the morn¬ 
ing of the meeting, so this decision is 
really in question. 

“The cabinet had no knowledge of 
this themselves, they were just told 



what they needed to vote for and 
what they should say. 

“We’ll be putting a case to council¬ 
lors to call the decision in to the over¬ 
view and scrutiny committee to re¬ 
view the decision.” 

Ruth Bailey is a campaigner with 
the group Supporters of Manston Air¬ 
port. During May’s general election 
she stood as a candidate on the single 
issue of reopening the airport. 

She told KoS she felt the decision 
taken had been anticipated. 

She said: “It’s a heart and head 


thing; I think everyone wants the air¬ 
port, no-one wants the houses, but 
the council needs the assurances. 

“It’s more a relationship thing now. 
I think it’s broken down so much at 
this point that RiverOak can’t work 
with Cllr Wells now. A coalition is 
probably the only way forward.” 

That’s not necessarily the case ac¬ 
cording to Tony Freudmann, the 
managing director of RiverOak. He 
said that despite losing the backing of 
the cabinet, the fight continued. 

Mr Freudmann told KoS: “We feel 
our response rebuts most of the mate¬ 
rial in the report considered by the 
cabinet line by line. We’ve never been 
given the chance to make a full pres¬ 
entation, and give our full case, and 
that’s really our frustration. 

“With most members of the council 
we have good relations. Remember, 
we’ve only been negotiating with one 
man during this process. We would 
have been much more comfortable if 
we’d been negotiating with the whole 
cabinet and opposition members as 
we did when Iris Johnston was leader. 

“We’ll go away, consider the impli¬ 
cations of this, but I want to make it 
very clear that we’re not going to be 
giving up on this.” 

The decision delighted the owners 
of the land, Trevor Cartner and Chris 
Musgrave. The pair’s spokesman for 
development scheme, Stone Hill Park, 
is Ray Mallon. 

Mr Mallon said: “Stone Hill Park 
welcomes the decision. 

“I hope this chapter, which has put 
the area’s prosperity on hold for so 
long, is now at an end and that the 
council will work with us on develop¬ 
ing a world class mixed use scheme.”

A century after his final dismissal 
a look back at WG Grace’s legacy 

He remains perhaps the most celebrated of all cricketers and is credited with kick-starting the modern 
game. We look back at his remarkable career, his connections to the county and his lasting influence

A MID a somewhat 
higgledy piggledy ceme¬ 
tery within a London 
borough that many still 
consider Kent, there is a 
grave which stands out from the rest. 

Standing tall amid the crumbling 
greys of tomb stones dating back 
through the years is a tall white 
cross, perched almost like stumps at 
the end of a green strip. 

It is all rather appropriate, because 
here, in Beckenham cemetery on the 
Elmers End Road, is the final resting 
place of perhaps one of the nation’s 
most famous of all sportsmen - crick¬ 
eter WG Grace. He had spent many 
years living in nearby Mottingham 
where he had practised as a doctor. 

And last weekend marked the 
100th anniversary of his death. 

Born William Gilbert Grace - and 
known to his friends as Gilbert - in 
1848 near Bristol, he went on to tran¬ 
scend the sport as he played first-class 
cricket for a record-equalling 44 sea¬ 
sons, batting and bowling his way 
into the history books, as he cap¬ 
tained England as well as a range of 
county clubs. 

While undoubtedly an all-rounder, 
it is his work at the crease for which 
he is most fondly remembered, her¬ 
alded by many for essentially invent¬ 
ing modern batsmanship. 

Usually opening the innings, he was 
particularly admired for his mastery of 
all strokes, and his level of expertise 
was said by contemporary reviewers to 
be unique. But his attitude and ego 
could at times rub people up the wrong 
way and his tales of refusing to walk 
after a dismissal are legendary. 

But for a man who played his crick¬ 
et in an era of poor pitches and limit¬ 
ed preparation, Grace was a phenom¬ 
enon. His image as the grandfather of 
the game - with his long beard and 
cricket cap - has only cemented his 
place in popular legend.

Over the course of his career he 
scored 54,896 first-class runs, 126 
centuries and took 2,876 wickets. 

His fundamental opinion was that 
cricketers are “not born” but must be 
nurtured to develop their skills 
through coaching and practice and, 
in his own case, he had achieved his 
skill through constant practice as a 
boy at home under the tutelage of his 
uncle Alfred Pocock. 

Richard Tomlinson, author of the 
cricketer’s biography, Amazing 
Grace: The Man who was WG, feels 
there were - and still are - a lot of mis¬ 
conceptions about Grace. 

He told KoS: “The traditional view 
of him as a simple-minded buffoon 
was false. I didn’t believe anyone 
could bat as well as he did without 
possessing high intelligence and fan¬ 
tastic powers of concentration. 

“What a lot of people don’t recognise 
is that he changed a lot as he got older. 

“In his 20s he was quite arrogant 
and was what I’d describe as a young 
man in a hurry. 

“He made a lot of enemies on the 
cricket field, but later in his career he 
slowly became more likeable and by 
the end was deeply loved - very few 
sportspeople, now and then, attract 
that level of affection. 

“He just destroyed himself by eat¬ 
ing and drinking too much; there 
was a terrible sense of waste that he 
could have been so much better.” 

Having ended his international ca¬ 
reer in 1899, Grace then began the 
last phase of his overall first-class ca¬ 
reer when he formed the London 
County Cricket Club, based at Crystal 
Palace Park in Bromley which played 
first-class matches between 1900 
and 1904. His philosophy was to give 
“invaluable first-class match experi¬ 
ence to many cricketers who could 
not otherwise get it and who would be 
all the better for it when they come to 
play in county cricket.” 

Grace’s presence initially attracted 
other leading players into the team,

but the increased importance of the 
County Championship, combined 
with his inevitable decline in form 
and the lack of a competitive element 
to London’s matches, led to reduced 
attendances and consequently the 
club lost money. 

Nevertheless, Grace remained an 
attraction, and he was well aware of 
his celebrity status, as he was fa¬ 
mously reported as saying after being 
given out LBW: “play on, they’ve 
come to see me bat, not you umpire.” 

Even at the age of 54 in 1902, he 
was still turning in fine performanc¬ 
es, scoring 1,187 runs in first-class 
cricket, with two centuries. He was 
59 when he finally quit the game. 

Grace’s story was not entirely dom¬ 
inated by cricket, though. He was fa¬ 
mously adept in a number of other 
sports as well, winning the 440 yards 
hurdling title at the National Olym¬ 
pian Games at Crystal Palace in Au¬ 
gust 1866, and playing competitive 
football for Wanderers FC as well. 

In addition to this, he qualified as a 
medical practitioner in 1879, where 
he was hugely respected until his 
death on October 23,1915. He was 67. 

He died in Mottingham, Bromley - 
where there now sits a blue plaque 
marking his residence - after suffering 
a heart attack, and is buried at Beck¬ 
enham Crematorium and Cemetery. 

Mr Tomlinson said: “Grace provid¬ 
ed the template for how we play sport 
today in terms of looking for every 
possible angle he could exploit to win. 

“He had that attitude and that’s 
why people came to watch him.” 
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Major move of town theatre planned 
as council considers wholesale shift 

Chris Britcher reports on the ambitious scheme proposed for Tunbridge Wells’ Assembly Hall theatre 



A MULTI-million plan to 
build a new 1,200-seat 
theatre in Tunbridge 
Wells - similiar in size 
and scale to the Marlowe 
in Canterbury - took its first tentative 
steps this week. 

The scheme has been proposed as a 
possible option to a wholesale shifting of 
the facilities currently found at the Town 
Hall building in the heart of the town. 

This could see council offices and 
the police station follow the theatre 
down Mount Pleasant Road to a site 
opposite the town’s railway station. 

By moving out of the building - 
which is impressive but long since ac¬ 
knowledged as no longer fit for pur¬ 
pose - it would allow it to be redeveloped 
and thus fund the new theatre. 

Those inside the council insist the 
plans are at their earliest stages, but 
on Thursday morning a cabinet 
meeting agreed to push ahead with 
examining the proposals. 

The Assembly Hall Theatre has 
long had a question mark hanging 
over its future due to its ageing condi¬ 
tion - despite a recent £1.5m refur¬ 
bishment - and the desire to pull in 
the big ticket productions which has 
helped fuel the Marlowe’s success 


since it was rebuilt. 

Owned by the council, a move 
would allow it to develop a restaurant 
and other leisure facilities, as well as 
benefit from proximity to the pictur¬ 
esque town centre Calverley Park. 


An initial report put together by 
consultants, commissioned by the 
council, shortlisted five key options 
which include variations on keeping 
the Town Hall on and relocating cer¬ 
tain elements. But it is the shift to the 


Great Hall site - behind BBC Radio 
Kent’s studios on Mount Pleasant Av¬ 
enue, which is the preferred option. 

Tunbridge Wells Borough Council 
leader David Jukes stressed the need 
for complete transparency for the 
plans and that the authority was only 
at the start of a “long road”. 

It is thought any move is still some 
seven years away. The next major step 
will be in early December when full 
council will meet to chew over the idea. 

The proposals will not be without 
their critics, however, who will re¬ 
member a previous attempt by the 
council to pursue plans to sell the 
town hall and move out. This, how¬ 


ever, seems to offer a more structured 
and thought out approach with the 
theatre a major carrot on the end of 
the stick. 

It also comes at a time when the 
council needs to be fighting fit as it 
braces itself for yet more cuts. Much of 
the existing Town Hall site is no long¬ 
er utilised and facilities such as the 
courtrooms are no longer used. A re¬ 
cent report put the cost of modernis¬ 
ing the site at well in excess of £10m. 

Tunbridge Wells has long prided it¬ 
self on its cultural offering, with the 
Trinity Theatre just yards from the ex¬ 
isting site and plans for a cinema to 
return to the town centre (see facing).. 
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...and positive response too for town’s £70m retail scheme

THE response to a public exhibition 
into ambitious £70million plans to 
expand a town centre shopping com¬ 
plex has been met with “overwhelm¬ 
ing” positivity, according to centre 
chiefs. 

Royal Victoria Place in Tunbridge 
Wells wants to expand its offering in a 
bid to boost the town as a retail hub in 
the region - and deliver the first multi¬ 
screen cinema in the heart of it since 
2000 . 

The multiplex would sit on top of 
the existing shopping centre and be 
surrounded by restaurants and other 
leisure facilities. 

It is hoped by luring in a host of ma¬ 
jor new retail brands too, some 275 
jobs would be created. 

As reported in last week’s KoS, the 
plans went on show last weekend for 
the first time. Some 88 per cent of 
those responding to the plans were 
supportive. 



Centre manager Nicky Blanchard 
told KoS: “We believe a new cinema 
will act as a magnet to encourage 
people to come into the town centre 
and spend more time here, especially 
at night. It will not just benefit RVP 
but the whole town centre and the lo¬ 
cal night time economy in general. 

“We are now looking forward to 
analysing people’s comments and 
taking them on board as we continue 
to work on our emerging proposals. 

“This would be a major investment 
in the town centre that will have wid¬ 
er benefits for the whole area. Creat¬ 
ing the right space in the right loca¬ 
tion will retain existing retailers as 
well as attracting new ones which 
would be great for the shopping cen¬ 
tre - and for the town. 


“The nature of town centres is 
changing, people need a reason to 
visit and many see shopping as more 
of a leisure activity than a necessity. 
The proposals have been really well 
received by local people and we’re 
confident they will be good for the 
shopping centre and good for the 
town centre as a whole.” 

Tunbridge Wells has, traditionally, 
been keen to support its town centre 
offering rather than pushing people 
out to the out-of-town complexes on 
the edge of town. 

That has been undermined over 
the last 15 years since the ABC cine¬ 
ma opposite the Town Hall closed in 
2000. The site subsequently stood 
empty until it was finally demolished 
earlier this year.

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How climate change could see

Ahead of a global conference in Paris 
next month we look at possible impact

T HE English Channel is un¬ 
dergoing a silent evolution, 
according to scientists, as 
sea water temperatures 
change and the fragile eco¬ 
system within alters. 

And, according to an expert, the 
stretch of water that laps our coast 
may buck the trend and rather than 
see the water temperature increase, it 
could drop instead. 

He admits it is unlikely, but were it 
to happen, it could mean some famil¬ 
iar species of fish - such as cod - may 
become more scarce. What’s more it 
could mean we eventually see a rise 
in the likes of certain times of seals 
and crabs. 

Dr Phil Buckley is the senior lec¬ 
turer in ecology and member of the 
ecology research group at Canter¬ 
bury Christ Church University. 

He explained: “A 2009 report by 
the Met Office showed surface tem¬ 
peratures in UK waters had increased 
by 0.7C in the past three decades. 


“This may not sound like much, but 
just think about how much more time 
it takes to heat up a full kettle com¬ 
pared to half a kettle, then scale it up 
to the billions of litres of surface sea¬ 
water we have and you get some idea 
of how much extra heat energy has 
gone into our coastal waters in the 
last 30 years. 

“There are also signs that sea tem¬ 
perature increase is accelerating. 

“In the long term, if sea tempera¬ 
ture continues to rise, we could see 
the further loss of cold water species, 
such as cod, which will become in¬ 
creasingly rare in UK waters. 

“Analysis carried out in 2014 
showed that cod populations around 
the British Isles shifted northward 
over the course of the last century. 
This northward movement of cod 
populations was linked strongly to 
increases in sea temperature. At the 
same time, certain species of both in¬ 
vertebrates and fish from areas such 
as the Mediterranean could start to 
colonise the Channel.” 

But while the whole concept of cli¬ 
mate change and the impact of hu¬ 
man endeavours on those tempera¬ 


ture changes continue to be at the 
centre of an increasingly heated de¬ 
bate, so too in just what direction our 
waters may flow. 

While shoals of exotic tropical fish 
appears to be a long way off yet, the 
English Channel may go in the oppo¬ 
site direction. 

Dr Buckley said: “There are some 
special circumstances that apply to 
the UK, which might buck this trend. 

“Higher global temperatures in¬ 
crease the melting of the northern ice 
cap, and all that freshwater could dis¬ 
rupt the Gulf Stream, the warm wa¬ 
ter current that contributes to our 
mild climate. This current has in fact 


slowed in recent years, and further 
slowing might lead to us getting 
colder waters. 

“One, admittedly unlikely scenar¬ 
io, is that a stalled Gulf Stream leads 
to sea temperatures routinely below 
10C, in which case we could get exot¬ 
ic cold water specialists such as harp 
seals, or even the enormous red king 
crab in our waters. 

“The red king crab which is native 
to the Pacific, is currently making its 
way down the Norwegian coast to¬ 
wards us, which is possibly good 
news if you like crab meat, but not 
such a great thing for native inverte¬ 
brates and sea bottom communities 


that lie in this predator’s path.” 

Three years ago, a little further 
along the cost in Hamphire, a number 
of fish you would normally expect to 
see in warmer climates were spotted 
- among them bluefin tuna, trigger- 
fish and thresher sharks. 

In addition, it was expecting to see 
warm water fish from the Mediterra¬ 
nean such as anchovy, red mullet, sea 
bass and John Dory shoal northwards 
to the south coast, following the sea 
temperature rise. 

Quite what happens is likely only to 
be known in several decades’ time, 
but for now it seems the debate re¬ 
mains focused more on whether 


Exclusive tile collection 
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mankind is to blame, rather than ad¬ 
justing to the reality of a new climate. 

Ironically, across the Channel in 
France, a major row has been brew¬ 
ing this month over a book penned by 
popular weatherman Philippe Verdi- 
er. He has apparently been put on en¬ 
forced holiday for two weeks after 
publishing claims dismissing climate 
change scientists and praising some 
of the benefits of rising temperatures. 

He claimed we were being held 
“hostage to a planetary scandal over 
climate change” and that claims we 
must immediately change our behav¬ 
iour of face meltdown is incorrect. 

At the end of this month a major 



climate change conference gets un¬ 
der way in Paris. 

The Paris 2015 UN Climate Change 
Conference runs until December 11 
and will be a forum where it is hoped, 
by organisers, governments will 
reach a new and universal climate 
change agreement. 

Some 190 governments are expect¬ 


ed to attend with top of the agenda a 
new global agreement on the climate, 
including cuts to greenhouse gas em- 
missions. These are set to replace cur¬ 
rent commitments which are set to 
run out in 2020. 

A revised draft of the agreement in¬ 
cludes a commitment from govern¬ 
ments to keep warming to no more

than 2C - and ideally 1.5C above pre¬ 
industrial levels. 

It is thought by many scientists 
that any increase in excess of the 2C 
could lead to irreversible changes to 
the climate - including rising sea lev¬ 
els, floods, droughts and other ex¬ 


treme weather scenarios.

Castle spirits 
kept at bay by 
turnip parade 

The humble vegetable regained its place in the 
Halloween traditions at Dover Castle this week

T ortured tur¬ 
nips took their 
place on the bat¬ 
tlements of Do¬ 
ver Castle this 
week, after English Herit¬ 
age urged people to turn 
to the humble root vegeta¬ 
ble for Halloween carv¬ 
ings. 

The turnip was the 
original carved vegetable, 
with people placing them 
near doors and windows 
to ward off evil spirits. 

However, it fell out of fa¬ 
vour as people moved to 
America in the 19th cen¬ 
tury, when they found 
that pumpkins - much 
larger vegetables - were 
far easier to carve. 

As the popularity of 
Halloween celebrations 
grew in America, the 
pumpkin grew in popu¬ 
larity in Britain as well. 

This year though, Eng¬ 
lish Heritage asked mem¬ 
bers of the public to get 
behind their 



heritage vegetable ahead 
of Saturday’s Halloween 
celebrations, amid warn¬ 
ings the pumpkin harvest 
could be poor following a 
period of wet weather. 

As a result of that, the 
turnip carvers paid a visit 
to Dover Castle - an Eng¬ 
lish Heritage property - 
last weekend to provide 
inspiration for ghoulish 
creations using the tradi¬ 
tional vegetable. 

Michael Carter is a his¬ 
torian who works for 
English Heritage - a na¬ 
tional charity which 
looks after many of the 
country’s historic build¬ 
ings including Dover Cas¬ 
tle. 

Dr Carter said: .jl 
“F rom carved jsSB 

pumpkins to 


trick or treating, many of 
the traditions associated 
with Halloween today 
come from early Europe¬ 
an folklore, rather than 
simply being American 
inventions. 

“This year English Her¬ 
itage is having fun with 
some of the original Hal¬ 
loween traditions includ¬ 
ing our array of carved 
turnips at Dover Castle 
and ghost tours at our 
castles across the coun¬ 
try. 

“I don’t think turnips 
are going to replace 
pumpkins, they are more 
difficult to carve, but 
hopefully people will re¬ 
member the turnip and 
all our other rich tradi¬ 
tions this Halloween.”

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Picking up 
the pieces 
for victims 
of criminals 





Tom Pyman met Ann Barnes as she 
handed over more than £280,000 to a 
host of victim support organisations at 
the new Compass House in Ashford 


P OLICE and crime commis¬ 
sioner Ann Barnes said she 
was “delighted” to hand 
over more than £280,000 
of funding to victim of crime 
support groups and that she will moni¬ 
tor carefully how the cash is spent. 

The money came from her office’s 
specialist victim services fund. It was 
set up after the responsibility for com¬ 
missioning victims’ services was de¬ 
volved to PCCs from the Ministry of 
Justice last year. 

Organisations were invited to bid for 
a share of the £284,735 fund, with the 
eight successful bids receiving their 
cash at a special presentation at the 
Compass House service in Ashford. 

It offers care and advice to victims 
and witnesses of crime in the county. 

Mrs Barnes, who has put the han¬ 
dling of victims high on her list of pri¬ 
orities during her sometimes rocky 
time in office (see page 11) said: “The 
national charity Victim Support is 
currently delivering an enhanced 
service for victims from Compass 
House but there are some people who 
need extra special support. 

“These organisations make a very 
real difference to people in Kent who 


have been through terrible times in 
their lives. 

“So, on behalf of all the people of 
Kent, I am delighted to be able to en¬ 
trust these eight projects with this 
public money to help them continue 
with their vital work. 

“Last year £250,000 was allocated 
to specialist victim services, but this 
year my office was so overwhelmed 
with excellent bids that I was only too 
happy to increase the fund. 

“Unfortunately we live in an age of 
austerity and my office had to turn 
down more bids than it could accept, 
from some very worthy groups. 

“On behalf of the people of Kent, I 
will be keen to see evidence that this 
money is being well spent.” 

The successful applicants included 
an award-winning service working 
with hearing-impaired women suf¬ 
fering domestic abuse and a charity 
that supports hate crime victims with 
learning disabilities and autism. 

Gill Orman and Jacqi Snare from 
Rising Sun, a domestic violence and 
abuse charity based in Canterbury, 
said: “This money will help us reach 
children aged between five and 15, 
help them engage in creative play and

providing one-to-one sessions to help 
with trauma suffered as a result of do¬ 
mestic abuse. 

“It will go to those children but also 
parents as well, we need to be able to 
reach them and help rebuild some lives.” 

Sandie Turner from Rubicon Cares, 
which provides specialist trauma 
counselling, spoke highly of the ven¬ 
ue and its value to organisations such 
as hers. She explained: “I’ve been to 
Compass House a number of times 
now, and the new premises feel calm 
and welcoming for our clients and we 
have received very positive feedback.” 

Mrs Barnes also had high praise for 
the Compass House facility, located 
on Tufton Street, which opened in 
April this year. 

She told the successful applicants, 
who were given a tour of the site, its 
facilities were open for use by the 
project leaders, and the people they 
support, “at any time”. 

She said: “It is called Compass 
House for a reason; while the admin 
is housed here, it points people to sup¬ 
port and care in all directions 
throughout the county. 

“I want the people of Kent to know 
it’s here, and it’s important for people 
to know that they’re not alone.” 

Compass House provides the 
projects with a range of useful facili¬ 
ties, including computers, two sup¬ 
port suites, a training room and video 
suites, where witnesses and victims 
can give evidence via video link, 


without having to endure the trauma 
of actually going into court. 

Partnerships and commissioning 
officer Lisa Breeze for the PCC’s office 
said: “We’ve put a lot of thought into 
the design of everything at Compass 


House. Hopefully people agree that 
our counselling rooms have a homely 
feel to them. 

“We wanted to reflect it being a neu¬ 
tral environment without being clini¬ 
cal, so we tried to avoid white walls. 

“We consulted regularly with the 
victims panel, which is made up of 
volunteers who have previously been 
victims of crime, and one of the things 
was how the building should look. 

“There’s only little hints of colour, 
hopefully it’s neutral enough for men 
and women and children to share the 
same space.”

A CTOR-writer Linda Re¬ 
gan-Murphy not only 
lives in the oldest house 
in Bromley, but so once 
did Enid Blyton, HG

“People have said they feel pres¬ 
ences in this house,” the author and 
actress revealed. “I haven’t, but I be¬ 


lieve there are some very good vibes 
from past writers who lived here.” 

When she and her husband, the ac¬ 
tor Brian Murphy best known for 
Man About the House and its spin-off 
George and Mildred, were looking for 
a house to buy together 20 years ago, 
they weren’t planning to live in the 
area at all.

However, her father had just died 
and she wanted to be near her moth¬ 
er, so when they drove by and saw the 
‘For sale’ sign the rest, as they say, is 
history. 

Born in Brixton, where she now 
sets her crime novels, the family 
moved to Rochester when Mrs Re¬ 
gan-Murphy was two, settling in 
Bromley when she was five. 

“I love this area because it’s home, 
it’s the memories. My parents lived 
opposite Sundridge Park and I used to 
sneak across the golf course with our 
dogs when it was closed. I was tiny 
but very naughty, my girlfriends all 
say they were scared of me at school 
because I didn’t care what I did. We’ve 
all grown up together and are real 
soulmates, the Bromley convent 
‘boater brigade’.” 

Indeed, this diminutive, pretty 
blonde - an unlikely pensioner - still 
has a naughty twinkle about her, still 
adores dogs (and teddy bears, she has 
nearly 200, all with names) and it’s 
no surprise to learn that comedy is in 
her DNA. “I come from a theatrical 
family. My dad was a comedy magi¬ 


cian, he also had a comedy show 
band, did toastmastering and was a 
variety agent. Mum, who is Irish, was 
a nurse - god only knows what they 
had in common. 

“I worked with my dad a lot, we did 
after-lunch talks and shows and both 
belonged to showbiz charity The 
Grand Order of Water Rats - I’m a 
Lady Ratling and Daddy was a Water 
Rat. He was my pal and I was devas¬ 
tated when he died.” 

Linda’s first job was passing up the 
puppets to her father in his Punch & 
Judy booth at holiday camps when 
she was just three years old. 

She thinks it was her total familiar¬ 
ity with that world that many years 
later helped get her a role in the hit 
BBC sitcom Hi-De-Hi! 

“It certainly all felt very familiar to 
me. It was set in the 50s and 60s and 
that was mine and my dad’s time, plus 
the writers had been Redcoats, so there 
was that authenticity to the writing. 
My role (as April, the lovestruck Yel- 
lowcoat) started very small but I was 
told if it worked they would write my 
character up - which they did.” 


As well as learning about puppetry 
and the art of balloon modelling, 
working with her father also gave 
Linda an early edge over her peers. 

Leaving school at 16, she went 
straight into stand-up comedy and 
when she joined The Swan theatre at 
Worcester Repertory Company, was 
amazed when the other actors were 
quite nervous about playing in front 
of an audience. 

“I was just so impressed that they 
stayed in their seats and listened. I 
was used to clubs where everyone 
rattled glasses and shouted while you 
were performing, and I’d had to deal 
with that at the age of 16.” 

While Linda still loves live comedy 
best and is aware that people tend to 
see her as a light performer, she has 
done her fair share of drama. During 
a year at the RSC (“when I had Shake¬ 
speare knocked into me”) she had the 
privilege of being in Trevor Nunn’s 
company, with David Suchet as her 
head of workshop. She went on to 
play Lady Macbeth at Wimbledon 
Open-Air Theatre, a part she’d always 
wanted, and did Extremities after

Helen Mirren. After the RSC she took 
the lead in Tom Stoppard’s Dirty Lin¬ 
en in the West End for 18 months, 
while a highlight of her career was 
bringing life full circle when she did 
Once A Catholic in Bromley, “playing 
the naughty girl who got expelled.” 

Linda also portrayed Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe in a “really dark play about the 
end of her life” and not only found 
that unsettling from a personal point

Her rich theatrical life and Brixton 
roots imbue her novels with a real 
sense of authenticity and her actor’s 
eye for detail and characterisation 
has caused many reviewers to com¬ 
ment how well her books would 
translate into film or TV. 

That hasn’t happened yet, but it 


can only be a matter of time, with ti¬ 
tles such as Passion Killers and Dead 
like Her (the Marilyn book) to choose 
from, not to mention her latest, Guts 
for Garters. 

Despite being on the dyslexic spec¬ 
trum and not encouraged at school, 
Linda says she wrote from a young 
age. Ironically, her very first novel 
nearly didn’t get published at all and 
in fact came from a very difficult 
point in her life. In 2005, Linda was 


kidnapped in a car at knifepoint and 
had to jump from the moving vehicle 
to escape. 

“That changed my writing from 
that point, it became darker and 
darker and I wrote Behind You, 
which became a thriller. However, I 
was so embarrassed by it that I threw 
it away. Brian rescued it and sent it 
into Creme de la Crime worldwide 
search for new crime writers and I 
only won it. They took 12 people and 


gave us all an editing contract for a 
year and then published six of us - 
and I was one of those six.” 

Soon after, Linda was diagnosed 
with cancer - which she believes was 
triggered by her terrifying kidnap or¬ 
deal - but, ever the trouper: “I decided 
I’d fight it and not go down with it.” 

With a combination of courage and 
rare, if enforced, time off she took the 
brave decision to take an MA in crea¬ 
tive and critical journalism at Port¬ 
smouth University, Brian’s home 
town so he could come with her and 
explore old haunts while she had her 
treatments. Ever practical. 

“They took me because I was a pub¬ 
lished author, but I hadn’t got one 0- 
Level to my name. On the first day, we 
had to fill in these forms and I was 
told I hadn’t finished mine because I 
hadn’t filled in the bit about qualifica¬ 
tions. But I hadn’t got any. I had such 
a lovely young class, all less than half 
my age. It was their peer support that 
got me through, and we’re all still in 
touch.” 

Even in hospital Linda was brave, 
encouraging those with her in the 
same “dark, frightening tunnel” and 
reviving her old balloon-making 
skills to create Mickey Mouse figures 
for the children’s ward. And still she 
worked - though her heart sunk a bit 
when the first role she was offered af¬ 
ter her cancer journey was Holby 
City, although fortunately as a bar¬ 
maid not a patient. 

There’s a lot of steel and courage 
behind the blonde, sweet exterior, 
and also a rock-solid marriage to the 
actor Brian Murphy.

How a hedgerow has become a 
symbol in battle against housing 

Plans to pull down a hedgerow ahead of possible plans to build housing on land has sparked a major 
row in Thanet. Jamie Weir speaks to those involved and why hedges are so significant in our lives 


HE humble hedgerow is 
easy to overlook and under 
estimate. 

Yet in their understated 
way, they become the un¬ 
sung heroes of communities both in 
rural and urban areas; aesthetically 
pleasing, often with a history dating 
back hundreds of years, and a haven 
for nature. 

So it is perhaps little wonder that 
the decision by a landowner to want 
to rip one up in Thanet to make way 
for a possible housing site has not 
gone down well with locals. 

When the bulldozers arrived at Bri¬ 
ary Close in Westgate recently, resi¬ 
dents of the area parked their cars to 
block the road and made it impossible 
for the large vehicles to access the 
hedgerow to start removing it. It 
proved the opening shots in a battle 
which continues with residents 
wanting victory with a reprieve for 
the hedgerow. 

The campaign to protect it started 
after Thanet District Council (TDC) 
identified a site which sits next to Bri¬ 
ary Close as one which could see 
houses built on, in its draft options lo¬ 
cal plan - a long term strategy outlin¬ 
ing potential development areas. 
There have been, however, no firm 
plans to build on it, Yet. 

Briary Close is currently a quiet 
cul-de-sac just off the busy Canter¬ 
bury Road which leads to nearby 
32 Week ending November 1,2015 


Margate. 

At the end of the street is a high, 
dense hedge dividing the homes from 
the fields beyond it. And it is this bar¬ 
rier which the locals have become so 
attached to - both as a symbol of what 
it represents and as a key rural 
boundary. 

But despite no planning permission 
yet applied for and no firm plans in 
place, the landowner opted to get the 
hedgerow out of the way now, spark¬ 
ing the outcry. 

Now, it seems, the locals see the 
hedgerow as symbolising the fight 
against any housing proposals - espe¬ 
cially as its removal would clear the 
way for access to the site. 

Denise Young is one of the people 
who lives in the close, and one of 
those fighting to save the hedge. She 
told KoS: “The hedge itself has real 
historical links which could possibly 
date all the way back to Saxon times. 

“It has a tremendous amount of his¬ 
tory attached to it. I don’t think any 
development whatsoever should be 
given the go-ahead until its historic 
importance has been fully explored by 
an archaeological dig in the area. 

“While we all know, and under¬ 
stand that housing needs to be built, 
this is far from being the right place 
for it. It’s a disgraceful situation and 
one which no-one in this road feels 
they can put up with.” 

People living in Briary Close aren’t 


just battling to stop any development 
because of access issues though - the 
hedge is also an important place for 
wildlife according to the campaigners. 

Mrs Young said: “This hedge really 
is a home for nature, and an impor¬ 
tant one at that. A variety of wildlife 
lives in the mature hedge with some 
birds, such as song thrushes and tree 
sparrows making it their home too. 
Both of those types of bird are on the 
RSPB’s endangered list, so although 
developers may just see it as an obsta¬ 
cle to their plans, it’s actually a really 
important piece of the nature puzzle.” 

Hedgerows are of great importance 
to many species according to the 
RSPB, supporting as much as 80 per 
cent of woodland birds, 50 per cent of 
mammals and 30 per cent of the 
country’s butterfly species.” 

Labour’s Iris Johnston was leader 
of Thanet District Council when the 
area was put on the local plan. She is 
now supporting those fighting its re¬ 
moval. 

She said: “The options part of the 
local plan identified the site as being 
potentially able to accept some devel¬ 
opment. However at that stage it’s 
more about the landowner putting 
the site forward than the council ac¬ 
tually deciding whether or not it’s a 
suitable place for development. 

“It’s probably an ancient hedgerow, 
and certainly has tremendous his¬ 
torical links. 


“I’ve asked the council to put a re¬ 
tention order on the hedge, which 
should ensure that none is removed 
and no work is allowed to take place 
at the site. I believe that absolutely 
nothing should be allowed to happen 
at the site until we can be entirely 
sure that it isn’t important histori¬ 
cally or environmentally.” 

That, however, would appear 
doomed to failure. 

The council says it isn’t possible for 
them to stop the removal of the hedge 
if the landowner wants to get rid of it. 

A council spokesperson said: 
“There are strict guidelines as to 
when a council is allowed to prevent 
the removal of a hedge from private 
property. The council is aware of this 
situation and has taken independent, 
external and specialist ecological and 
historical advice. 

“Unfortunately, the advice we have 
received is that this particular hedge 
does not meet the stringent and very 
specific criteria for protection and 
therefore the council has no powers 
to act on this.” 

In what is becoming a fight famil¬ 
iar to many in the county - that of the 
relentless march towards more hous¬ 
ing and the impact that has both on 
existing communities and the envi¬ 
ronment - it does remind us all of the 
value of hedges both historically and 
as a barrier to what lies beyond. 

“Hedgerows have been an impor¬ 


tant feature of British countryside 
since the mid-18th century and the 
Enclosures Act, although there have 
been hedgerows as early as the 
Bronze Age,” explains a spokesman 
for bird charity the RSPB. 

“They were first used as stock en¬ 
closures and boundary markers, but 
also provided berries, nuts, firewood 
and other resources to the farmer. 
Their importance as nesting sites and 
a source of food to wild birds is well 
documented. 

“Since the Second World War there 
has been large-scale removal of 
hedgerows in a drive to increase food 
production, and in some parts of the 
country well over half of hedgerows 
have gone. Despite planting of new 
hedgerows, removal and neglect re¬ 
sulted in the loss of around 18,000 
kilometres per year as recently as the 
early 1990s.” 

Despite repeated attempts to con¬ 
tact Darren Ellis, who would be be¬ 
hind any development, KoS was una¬ 
ble to get a response

TRAVEL REVIEW: Cornwall

W HEN you look at 
Rick Stein on the 
telly, it’s hard to be¬ 
lieve he owns a res¬ 
taurant that turned 

40 this year. 

It’s even more difficult to imagine 
him running a nightclub, which is 
exactly what The Seafood Restau¬ 
rant, based in Cornwall’s thriving 
port of Padstow, first started life as. 
Stein and his then-wife Jill bought the 
club in 1974, but they had to shut it 
down after too many fights broke out 
between burly fishermen. 

A year later, it emerged as an ea- 
terie and ‘Padstein’ - as it’s known - 
was born. Stein has certainly brought 
the tourists to this pretty part of 
north Cornwall, but he also now ap¬ 
pears to own half of it. 

Over the past four decades, the chef 
has opened a restaurant, bistro, deli, 
bakery, fish and chip shop, fishery, 
cookery school, cafe and gift shop in 
the town (plus a pub in nearby St 
Merryn), and you can rest your wea¬ 
ry head at one of the 40 rooms dotted 
across his different venues. 

It’s very much a family business 
and despite now being divorced, Jill 
still plays a large role, recently reno¬ 
vating the town’s luxurious St Ed¬ 
munds House for guests to stay at, 
while also working closely with the 
buyers at Stein’s Gift Shop. Their 
three sons, Jack, Edward and Charlie, 
are also involved in the businesses in 
various different guises. 

We check in to one of the 16 rooms 
above The Seafood Restaurant and 
delight in dining somewhere where 
there’s often a waiting list, particu¬ 
larly in the height of summer. It’s 
good to know, however, that the Oys¬ 
ter Bar situated in the middle of the 
restaurant does not take bookings, 


and there’s also a little terrace up¬ 
stairs, where you can sit outside and 
clink cocktails, with no reservation 
required. 

This relaxed ethos is important to 
Stein. Despite being a renowned food¬ 
ie haven, The Seafood Restaurant has 
no dress code whatsoever - you’re as 
welcome to turn up in a tuxedo as 
you are in shorts and flip-flops - and 
guests do both. 

Eating and sleeping here feels very 


Mediterranean - you’re surrounded 
by white walls, it’s relaxed, and the 
tiled floors and painted furniture in 
the room wouldn’t look out of place in 
Greece. The food, unsurprisingly, is 
delicious. 

Eating out is all well and good, but 
being given the chance to get your 
hands dirty is an experience loved by 
foodies everywhere. Stein’s one-dish 
evening courses offer superb value for 
money, starting from £40, and there 


are tasting evenings for even less. 

As we don our Padstow Seafood 
School aprons, we take to our stations 
- MasterChef style - and attempt to 
follow instructions, removing poop 
from prawns, chopping veg, sweating 
it down and making the stock, all 
while guzzling back delicious white 
wine, which is discretely topped up at 
every available opportunity. 

Puckey is full of top tips, from cut¬ 
ting vegetables like peppers with

their skin down so they don’t bruise, 
to removing green middles from gar¬ 
lic cloves to avoid heartburn, and 
leaving the root on an onion while 
chopping it to prevent watery eyes. 

There’s a mixed bag of people here. 
Sally and John have come from Bris¬ 
tol and have food intolerances, there 
are some young lovers enjoying a 
more innovative date night, ageing 
locals and even older singletons, who 
love cooking but want to learn more. 

Half a bottle of wine in and it’s dif¬ 
ficult to care about which comes first 
- the oil or the seasoning (if you’re in¬ 
terested, you should always season 
first, or else it creates a barrier) but 
the hunger pangs are kicking in now. 

As the paellas are ready for eating, 
we grab a seat at the enormous table 
by the window, which looks out on 
the harbour and towards Rock (an¬ 
other foodie haven where Michelin- 
starred chef Nathan Outlaw now 
owns a restaurant, hotel and pub). 
More wine is served and we tuck into 
our meals, being offered any leftovers 
to take home. 

As Rick Stein continues to expand 
his empire the only fights likely to 
break out these days are from hungry 
diners hoping for a place at one of his 
sought-after tables.

Spectre 

12 A, 148 minutes 

DANIEL Craig’s licence to kill as 
Ian Fleming’s suave secret agent 
comes full circle in Spectre, a 
robust yet emotionally underpow¬ 
ered tale of espionage and dark 
family secrets that ends with a 
series of whimpers rather than an 


almighty bang. 

If Skyfall popped a cork on a 
muscular new era for 007, becom¬ 
ing the highest grossing film of all 
time in the UK, then Spectre is the 
morning after, when the cham¬ 
pagne has gone flat, leftover snacks 
are starting to go stale and 
someone has fallen asleep face 
down on the sofa. 

That could be any of the four 
screenwriters, who doze off after 
the tour-de-force opening se¬ 
quence at a Mexican day of the 
dead parade, and allow plot holes 
and lapses in logic to pock their 
narrative. 

Death sequences are anti-cli¬ 
maxes and the central love story, 
which is supposed to kindle doubts 
in Bond’s mind about his loyalty to 
Queen and country, barely 
smoulders, let alone melts celluloid. 

Spectre was always going to 
struggle to meet expectations, but 
it’s disappointing how far short this 


24th big screen mission falls. 

At 148 minutes, the film overstays 
its welcome and a number of key 
scenes overrun, particularly the 
introduction of Waltz’s shadowy 
archvillain. 

When one of the characters 
rebukes Bond’s recklessness and 
tells the agent he has gone too far, 
nothing could be further from the 
truth. 

Spectre doesn’t go far enough. 

Outcast 

15, 99 minutes 

NICOLAS Cage and Hayden 
Christensen wield their swords 
with intent in this historical action 
adventure, which marks the 
directorial debut of Nick Powell. 

Twelfth century crusader Jacob 
(Christensen) and his mentor 
Gallain (Cage) escape the ghosts 
of the past in China, where they are 
drawn into a bitter family feud. The 


Chinese Emperor is dead and 
jealous eldest son, Shing (Andy 
On), intends to seize the throne by 
slaying his younger siblings, 
Princess Lian (Liu Yifei) and little 
Prince Zhao (Bill Sujiahang).

KEVIN Allen directs this surreal 


and erotically charged adaptation 
of Dylan Thomas’ 1954 radio play, 
co-written by Murray Lachlan 
Young and Michael Breen, which is 
the first cinema production since 
Elizabeth Taylor and Richard 
Burton graced the screen in 1972.

eird world of the pollinators 



D ID you know that some 
flowers change colour 
when the flower has been 
pollinated, letting insects 
know there are no re¬ 
wards on offer? 

Others control exactly when polli¬ 
nators enter or leave by opening and 
closing their petals at specific times, 
or emit a particular scent, or guide 
insects to the pollen through specific 
markings on their petals. 

These and other fascinating facts 
are charted and beautifully photo¬ 
graphed in Pollination Power by 
award-winning wildlife photogra¬ 
pher Heather Angel, who has given 
workshops and lectures worldwide 
and worked closely with Kew. 

For this, her 60th book, she visited 
20 countries, trekking on foot, riding 
on horseback up mountains in Kaza¬ 
khstan and using vehicles as mobile 
hides to capture the finer details of 
how insects and mammals are able to 
draw nectar from a variety of plants. 

“New types of pollinators are being 
discovered - both by day and at night. 
As well as bats, the list of non-flying 
mammals continues to grow from 
small rodents in South Africa to mar¬ 
supials in Australia,” she observes. 

“Lizards and geckos are known to 
pollinate some native flowers on At¬ 
lantic and Indian Ocean islands.” 

Birds are also unwitting pollina¬ 
tors, reaching for nectar in flowers 
while the pollen-rich anthers brush 
their chest. 

Annual and perennial plants can 
prolong the period they remain at¬ 


tractive to pollinators by staggering 
the opening of their flowers. Magno¬ 
lia grandiflora flowers, for instance, 
control when their visitors enter and 
leave by the time the petals open and 
close. Beetles enter when the stigmas 
(the central tip which receives pollen 
for fertilisation) are receptive, be¬ 
come trapped overnight and leave af¬ 
ter the stamens release pollen. 


Plants also have control of their 
pollen distribution, through attrac¬ 
tion, scent and guiding lines. 

Bees are attracted to hues of violet, 
blue, yellow and white, but cannot 
see the colour red. 

“You see a range of flowers and 
some are much more attractive to in¬ 
sects than others. Initially it’s colour 
and shape which lure them in. Once 


they’ve found a good source they will 
come back to it. 

“It was thought that red flowers 
only attract birds. Hummingbirds 
pollinate the red flowers of Chilean 
lantern trees, but I noticed that big 
native bumble bees were also feeding 
on them. 

“Why? Because it was found that 
particular flowers reflect some blue 


wavelengths, which enables bees to 
see the red flowers.” 

Quite a lot of flowers change colour 
after they’ve been pollinated, she ex¬ 
plains. In others, flowers are shaped 
to protect the pollen in adverse 
weather and to guide insects in.

Let’s push for a 
grammar revival 


ALAN Bainbridge (Letters, 25.10) 
describes the selective nature of the 
grammar school system as heinous 
yet it was this method that allowed 
many working class pupils, myself 
and my wife included, to access an 
excellent standard of education 
which then led on to university 
and a good career, something 
largely previously denied to those 
from humble backgrounds. 

It is no surprise that the liberal 
left decry the concept, as an 
inferior education system makes 
life easier for poor teachers, while 
the ambitions awakened among 
the youngsters who benefit may 
lead to them rejecting the idea that 
they should know their place and 
continue supporting the ideologues 
who wish to recruit the working 
class for their causes. 

The system, as conceived by the 
1944 Act and implemented by the 
post war Labour government, has 
nothing to do with the socio-econom¬ 
ic status of parents and everything to 
do with allowing bright pupils to fulfil 
their potential. Far from abolishing 
grammar schools we should be 
looking to implement a full return to 
the position obtained in the 1950s 
and early 1960s so that all who could 
benefit from such an education are 
given the chance to do so.

Hidden statistics 
tell the full story 


LET’S welcome the fact that Kent 
County Council has admitted the 
selection process for grammar 
schools is unfair and that children 
from poorer backgrounds are at a 
grave disadvantage compared with 
those middle class children who 
benefit from tutoring at private 
schools or individual coaching. 

But problems with Kent’s 
grammar school system do not end 
there; the new commission should 
take a wider look at how selection 
works - or does not work. 

For example, KCC should publish 
the number of pupils from every 
primary school who do not take the 
Kent Test and the reason given; the 
public would be surprised that, in 
some schools, the number taking the 
test is in single figures. While this 
might be the result of a decision 
taken in principle by parents, the 
suspicion must be that teachers and 
governors decide that many children 
have no chance, and are not entered. 

Similarly, it’s well-known that a 
significant number of pupils who get

ALL credit to the organisers of the 
11 Plus and Kent Test Conference 
(pictured), (KoS, last week). 

But, while the mechanics of the 
selection process are important, 
the vital question is why are the 
results of that test used to 
separate Kent’s 11 year olds into 
different schools for the next 
seven years of their learning? 

One of your speakers claimed 
“there is no appetite for change” to 
Kent’s selective system; but given that 
the test is designed to ensure that 
nearly 80 per cent of our children 
don’t pass each year I’m sure there 
are many families who would like 
alternatives to be considered. 

Especially when, as your 
editorial said (KoS, 18.10), the 
schools attended by those who fail 
“have to compete in league tables 
with one hand effectively tied 
behind their backs”. 

I read with dismay (KoS, 11.10) 
that Medway councillor Mike 
O’Brien “wished all those who 
passed well”. All Kent’s children 

to grammar school find that they are 
in the wrong place and experience a 
very unhappy time until they are 
transferred to a non-selective school 
after failing at GCSEs. 

The facts will demonstrate that it 
is not possible to predict future 
academic success by means of a 
test taken over a a few days at the 
age of 11, or often, ten. 

Finally, data should also be avail¬ 
able making comparisons with 
similar authorities, or statistical 
“neighbours”. In many cases, this 
would should show that - while 
grammars often produce excellent 
results - the majority of children at 


deserve to be wished well! Yet our 
school system gives almost four 
out of every five children the extra 
obstacle of being labelled as failing. 

Kent needs all its young people 
to fulfil their potential to the full if 
the county is to prosper in the 
highly competitive global future. 
That won’t happen with the 
educational and social divisions 
caused by grammar schools. 

As Alan Bainbridge suggested 
(Letters, 25.10) evidence shows the 
non-selective systems, when like for 
like comparisons are made, produce 
higher levels of achievement across 
the whole school population. 

The most able children still do 
well and the less able do better by 
learning alongside a full cross- 
section of their peers and not being 
labelled at 11. For all these reasons I 
hope many in Kent will look with 
interest at Jeremy Corbyn’s ideas for 
a fairer ‘good local school for all’ 
approach.

PEUGEOT has chosen Guy Fawkes Night to cause 
an explosion in the hot hatch sector - the launch 
of the eagerly-awaited 308GTi. 

Though based on the smooth and elegant 308 
family hatchback, the new GTi version has its 
own distinct identity 

It also marks Peugeot’s return to the medium 
performance car segment after skipping two gen¬ 
erations - the 307 and previous model 308. 

The new GTi is priced from £26,555 and fea¬ 
tures the most powerful 1.6-litre petrol engine 
currently available, in two power outputs, 250hp 
and 270hp. 

This enables the 308 GTi 250 to sprint to 
62mph in just 6.2 seconds - 6.0 seconds flat for 
the 270 (priced from £28,155).

Motor manufactur¬ 
ers claim they are, but it 
was a long time before I 
was seduced. 

The Nissan Juke? Too ugly. 
SsangYong’s new Tivoli? Great value 
for money, but no looker. What about 
the Renault Captur? Close, and very 
affordable. 

But I fell for the Mazda CX-3 earlier 
this year after driving some quiet 
and challenging roads on England’s 
northern border - soon to become an 
international border? 

Would I still be besotted after a 
week’s testing back in Kent though? 
Absolutely. This ‘girl’ has it all: looks 
inside and out, terrific handling 
married to a comfortable ride - hard 
to achieve in a crossover/SUV - and 
low running costs from lively 
front-wheel drive and all-wheel drive 
(AWD) powertrains. 

And if you are snobby about her 
family background, I say that Mazda 
has pulled away from the main¬ 
stream; many premium brands would 
have liked to have designed some¬ 
thing that feels as harmonious as this. 

They would also be hard-pressed 
to deliver such generous specifica¬ 
tions at the price (from £17,595) with 


standard kit including steering 
wheel-mounted controls and 
electric/heated/folding door mirrors, 
and intuitive seven-inch touchscreen 
and multimedia control system. 

Some colleagues have carped that 
the Mazda is still expensive but 


there’s a higher class and quality 
about the Mazda - you might dally 
with the Captur, but you’d marry the 
CX. 

And the key reason is ‘Skyactiv’, 
the suite of technologies that has 
seen Mazda dramatically re-engineer 




the modern car, creating lightness 
with strength, power with economy 
and low emissions, and driving 
pleasure with passenger comfort. 

The epitome of the Skyactiv 
treatment is the 4th generation MX-5 
roadster, also launched this year, but

the CX-3 stands close behind it, with 
the AWD versions laying claim to the 
4x4 GTi label once applied to the 
Toyota RAV4. 

The 120 and 150PS (119 and 
148bhp) 2.0-litre petrol models 
appeal most to private buyers, though 
the 105PS (104bhp) 1.5 diesel tested 
here is worth the £1,400 premium for 
its smoothness, low down response 
and 70.6mpg (combined). 

If you want even more grip and a 
smidge of off-road ability then the 
diesel CX3 also comes with AWD 
(£23,395). Not that the petrol 
options are shabby; the 12OPS comes 
only with front wheel drive and feels 
a little lighter and less precise on the 
handling front. It also sounds less 
refined than the diesel, but I enjoyed 
the well-planted 15OPS AWD petrol 
version (£22,495) at the launch.

OLYMPIC champion Lizzy Yarnold 
says it’s still important for women to 
be recognised in sport after being 
shortlisted for a Sportswoman of the 
Year award. 

The West Kingsdown-based skele¬ 
ton star is up against Lizzie Armit- 
stead, Rachel Atherton, Charlotte Du- 
jardin, Jessica Ennis-Hill and Bianca 
Walkden for the coveted prize, spon¬ 
sored by the Sunday Times and Sky 
Sports, which has been won in the 
past by the likes of Denise Lewis, Dame 
Kelly Holmes and Victoria Pendleton. 

Yarnold, 27, told KoS: “Everyone 
that’s shortlisted is so different, 
they’re all people I admire hugely, so 
I’m really happy to be nominated 
alongside them.

Crawley, born in Bromley, praised 
the professionalism of Kent’s senior 
squad, and insists they are role mod¬ 
els from whom he is looking to learn.
